THE BALLOT PROPOSITIONS: 
State AFL Recommendations 


Following are the recommendations of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor on the November ballot propositions. 


East Bay Labor Journal has added to each proposition 
on which the State Fed has taken a stand a brief summary 
of the argument for the vote recommended: 


Recommendation 


Yes 


Proposition No. 


1. $150 Million Veterans’ Bond Issue........ 
Authorizes additional $150,000,000 in bonds for con- 
tinuation of California veterans’ farm and home loan 
program, 

Bonds self-liquidating; 
bond proceeds exhausted. 


Public School Funds.. 


Increases State’s annual contribution for support of 
public schools, including technical schools, from $120 
to $180 for each pupil; retains present principle for 
equalizing aid to poorer districts, but with minimum 
guarantee of $120 instead of $90 per student to all 
districts. 

Inflation has lowered purchasing power of school 
district dollars; property owners not able to assame 
more local tax. State better able to meet increased 
costs. 


Welfare Exemption of Non-Profit School 


Property 
Includes property of non-profit schools of less than 
collegiate grade in present “welfare” tax exemption 
granted to non-profit organizations and institutions. 

Non-profit schools contribute to general welfare by 
saving $40,000,060 annually in education costs, plus 
up to $350,000,000 capital outlay. Probable loss in 
revenue not over $700,000 a year. Colleges of similar 
status now exempt. No other State taxes such schools. 
Payments to Needy Blind 
Prohibits counties from considering blind aid as fam- 
ily income when determining eligibility of other 
members of family for general relief. 

Blind aid is intended for special needs of blind 

recipient and not for family. 
Subversive Persons and Groups.........-.------------- 
Provides no person or organization which advocates 
overthrow of government by unlawful means shall 
hold public office or employment, or receive tax ex- 
emption.

AUTO INSURANCE: “I object 
to the article on best deals in auto 
insurance. I admit most of the 
companies mentioned are good, but 
it appears one should buy insur- 
ance from a cut-rate company. 
You can buy a shirt at a bargain 
price and if it’s no good you only 
lose the price you paid for it. But 
if you buy a cheap insurance 
policy, it may break you finan- 
cially. Remember the San Fran- 
cisco fire in 1906 and the depres- 
sion of 1929 when a lot of recipro- 
cals as well as stock companies 
went on the rocks? ... Some day 
your cooperating insurance car- 
rier or the state insurance depart- 
ment may ask you to cooperate 
with them in the form of an as- 
sessment.” —J. V. G., San Fran- 
cisco. 

ANSWER: The vast majority of 
auto liability insurance sold by 
mutual companies, if not actually 
all, is non-assessable, so there’s no 
problem there. If you're speaking 
of fire insurance, it is estimated 
that nowadays over 85 per cent 
of policies sold by the mutual com- 
panies who give lower rates than 
most stock companies, are also 
non-assessable. Any buyer can 
make sure of that by reading his 
policy. There are some companies, 
often small county fire insurance 
mutuals, who still write assessable 
policies. But some of these, at 
least, are very strong, have high 
reserves, and in fact are pretty 
exclusive about whom they’ll in- 
sure. One researcher reports that 
no legal reserve mutual fire insur- 
ance company that acquired $40,000 
in cash assets or $200,000 in cash 
surplus has ever failed or made an 
assessment.
